PROUD OF WORK 


O L FDO, 0 .,Aug. 18—Wellington 
Burt, once receiver and president 
the .Win Arbor railroad, admitted 
terday in the inquiry being coo­ 
led by Commissioner Judson C. 
m ints of the interstate commerce 
imisoton into the relations of the 
roads with the local ice trust that 
suggested the Toledo Ice and Coal 
npany and coaxed employes of the 
d to take stock in it 
Asked by 
mmissioner Clements if he did not 
ik it bad policy for an official of a 
road to be interested in industries 
ng its line and thus be in a position 


to discriminate regarding rates. 
Burt 


answered that he would do it again if 
the business of 
his road 
required 
building tip 
Burt said he did not know the road 
carried ice for the company freight 
free, as had been testified by a former 
witness. 
He knew the ice company 
was using the railroad real estate as a 
basis of operations, but this was done 
also by other companies which pro­ 
duce freight. 
Burt said it is the cu* 
tom to bani freight at half rates for 
building up industries. 
The investigation was begun today 
with Joseph A. Miller. manager of the 
Toledo Ice and Coal company, one of 
those sentenced to the workhouse by 
Judge Kinkade for conspiracy in re­ 
straint of trade, as the first witness 
for the government. 
Miller testified 


that previous to five years ago, when 
he- became manager of the ice com­ 
pany, he was purchasing agent for the 
Ann Arbor railroad, but that while an 
agent for the road he had sold ice for 
the ice company and was paid by the 
road. 
Burt and Harry Ashley, Gen­ 
eral Manager Miller declared, were 
directors of the ice company and prac­ 
tically .all the stock in the ice com­ 
pany was owned by the railroad peo­ 
ple. 
• * 
He further testified that the office 
of the ice company was located on 
Ana Arhar railroad property, but that 
I no rent was paid. The loo or 125 men 
seat each year to cut ice were carried 
free by the Ann Arbor road until 1904, 
when a flat rate was charged, he said 
Miller testified that as manager of 
the ice company he traveled over the 


road on an annual pass. 
W. A. Bradley, superintendent of the 
Ann Arbor railroad and a stockholder 
in the Toledo Ice and Coal company, 
when asked by Commissioner Clem­ 
ents how he could justify the acts of 
his road in giving favors to one ice 
company and withholding them from 
another, frankly answered that such 
acts could not be justified, but that he 
had nothing to do with the arrange­ 
ments. 
H. E. Meyers, local freight agent 
for the Pere Marquette railroad, said 
the Michigan Lake Ice company was 
the principal shipper of ice over his 
road, but he had no records to show’ 
that the company was given a lower 
rate than other shippers. 
When ask­ 
ed to furnish the ice rates of his road 
as lie himself would want to know 


what they were, the witness laughing­ 


ly said he did not think he wanted to 
know, but would try to get the infor­ 
mation. 
Edward Schuler, manager of the 
Schuler lee company, with ice houses 
along the line of the Ann Arbor road, 
testified his company received no fav­ 
ors from the road and that its houses 
are not on railroad property. 
Employes of the Ann Arbor testi­ 
fied also that supplies and men were 
carried over the road free of charge 
for the Toledo Ice & Coal company. 
Luther Walter, attorney for the 
commission, made a statement that 
those who had testified for the gov­ 
ernment wpuld be immune from pun­ 
ishment, but if convictions followed, 
the cprporations they represent would 
be punished. 


Forty witnesses have been summon­ 
ed. 
Commissioner Clements believes 


the investigation can be completed in 
two days.

These states already 
support more than twice as many 
manufacturing plants as the other out­ 
lying states, and the value of their 
finished products is estimated at over 
ten billion of dollars a year. 
As the market value of any finished 
product is' estimated upon the pro­ 
ducer's price, plus the cost of trans­ 
portation, the opening of these great 
waterways to freight traffic will bene­ 
fit both the producer through a larger 
demand for his goods, and the con­ 
sumer through a lessened cost for the 
same. 
President Roosevelt has said that 
the highways of commerce should be 
open to all on equal terms—a condi­ 
tion which is not likely to maintain, 
even through the enforcement of re­ 
cent legislation that has been directed 
to that end.

I he w heat from the Sierra lauds ot 
P e r u will be threshed by machines 
from the shops at Springfield, O.; A u ­ 
burn, N. V.; and Racine. Wis., and we 
m a y again m onopolize the trade with 
A rge ntina , as we did before the civil 
war. 
C anada and A rgentina are c o n te n d ­ 
ing with each o th er for the suprem acy

h eadw aters of the Mississippi lie?- th* 
richest w heat belt in the w*orld.

w ould cost infinitely less than 
the 
a m o u n t congress proposes to expend 
on P a n a m a to gridiron this great p ro ­ 
ductive country, both in C anada a n d 
the states, with a Mars-like system of 
navigable inland waterways, binding 
the Great Lakes to H u d so n bay, and 
the Saskatchew an to the Missouri, by 
which, irrespective of flag, the tre a s­ 
ures of a continent would find release 
and the interests of a hom o g en eo u s 
people receive their due prom otion.

I he 
slogan of the O h io River Im p r o v e ­ 
m ent Association, “ D a m 
the 
O hio 
River from P ittsb u rg to Cairo." is 
spoken with a profane, rather than a 
patriotic, accent when uttered by rail­ 
road tongues. 
T h e railroads that are 
stocked and bonded throe, four, and 
s o m etim e s five times their cost must. 
of course, m ake the people pay tribute 
in order that there m ay be dividends 
and interest returns upon their w a te r­ 
ed stock. 
W h a t the people of the 
river states propose to do is to th ro w 
this w a te r into the rivers where it b e ­ 


longs. 
. 
T h e congressional representation <*t 
the river states is nearly tw o-thirds ot 
congress. 
If 
the people of 
these 
states return or elect their c o n g re ss­ 
m en upon a river-im provem ent P la t ­ 


form. their work is done. T he issue is 
too plain. 
It can not he avoided. 
O u r statesm en are schooled in the 
th o u g h ts of war. 
It is quite as esse n ­ 


tial that we p re pare for peace. 
W ith 
a population only tw en ty times ar 
great as during our revolutionary war, 
when our independence was seriously 
endangered, we are now’ spending two 
h undred times as m uch on national 
defense, with no possible d ange r of 
war except 
as 
we 
m ay invite it 
th ro u g h conquest. 


Canada, with no arm y o r navy, is 
spending lier energies in building up 
a great agricultural em pire and allur­ 
ing A m ericans by the hundred th o u s­ 
ands to her hospitable fields, while 
we build battleships and 
buy gold 
braid for shoulder decorations, n e g ­ 
lecting the while the im provem ent of 
those things which m ight make every 
Canadian im m igrant delighted to stay 
at home. 
h o r the m o n e y we have spent on the 
Philippines we could have built for 
the farmers a splendid system of good 
ro a d s— we could have completed two 
ship canals across P anam a, or 
we 
could have channeled the Mississippi 
river so deep that every city on its 
banks, from St. Paul to N ew Orleans, 
could be a seaport town. 
But in lieu 
of any one of these stupendous home 
advantages, we bartered our booty for 
ail archipelago of trouble on the plea 
that it was a higher duty to p rom ote 
the interests of a semi-savage p cop’e 
seven thousand miles from our nearest 
shore than to enhance our own p ro s­ 
perity and the happiness of our homes. 
W e have only begun to reclaim oar 
great desert wastes. 
Congress should 
have started that job tw enty years 
ago. 
H a d we inaugurated the univcr 
sal peace m o v e m e n t so 
in keeping 
with the religion we 
are general!v 
presum ed to profess, instead of allow­ 
ing Argentine and Chile to take this 
forward step, and bad we appropriated 
th e m on ey spent on the arm y ami 
navy iii the last ten years to the ju ­ 
dicious irrigation of our arid lands, we 
could now offer tw o acres of amply 
productive land to every family on the 
face of the globe and thereby have no 
enemies to fight. 
O u r outlay for our navy had in­ 
creased seven hundred per cent in less 
than tw en ty years. 
W e are now* much 
beyond the needs of pure defense, and 
have so aroused the suspicions of the 
weaker south continent republics that 
we have found it necessary to convert 
one of our navy cruisers into a go v ­ 
e rn m e n t yacht and despatch it. to as­ 
sure our ?i?ter republics that while we 
possess a large navy, we have no !c- 
sire to use it. 
President Roosevelt could not pos­ 
sibly have put a governm ent ship to 
better service than to send such «. 
skilled statesm an as Secretary Root 
to the Pan-A m erican congress to im ­ 
press the 
ablest 
representatives of 
South America that the real alliance 
of the U nited States is with the n a ­ 
tions of the W e s te rn hemisphere. But 
if this mission is to hear fruit, it must 
com e th ro u g h the enlargem ent of out 
own resources and the im provem ent 
of our 
transportation 
facilities be­ 
tween our interior and the high seas 
o f the world. 
If an appropriation 
equal to that of maintaining our navy 
bi^ for four m o n th s could be applied 
to w ing-dam m ing the F ather of W a ­ 
ters and its principal tributaries, we 
would soon find the lead-line sounding 
“ nine feet all the way." 
W h e n this m ay he done the sleeping 
tow ns on shelving river capes will 
awaken to a new life; the shipbuilders 
will 
again 
launch packet hulls and 
c atam arans; safe boilers will feed the 
engines and safer hands will guide the 
river ships than were known iii “the 
good old river days." 
T h e middle west has grow n rich, and 
its people, despite the all hut dorm ant 
traffic, have never lost sight of the 
charm of these wonderful river trips* 
In his “ Life on the Mississippi," Mark- 
Twain thus describes a river ride:

til after her father, Logan Carter, and 
her big brother, Frank, had notified 
police of the Larrabee street station 
of her mysterious disappearance.

She became the wife of General Jo ­ 
seph H. Diss Debar in the ?7o*s and 
later traveled about the L'nited States 
representing herself as the personifi­ 
cation of occult powers and the re­ 
vealer of hidden truths, spiritualistic 
and other, and in this way, while liv­ 
ing in Washington square, New York, 
she met Marsh and by means of al­ 
leged spirit materializations and spir­ 
it-painted pictures so infatuated him

and deeded to her bis home in Madi­ 
son avenue. 
About this time General Diss Debar 
left the adventuress, who went to live 
at the Marsh home, and also hired 
apartments where she officiated as a 
priestess of 
spiritualism and 
won 
greater notoriety. 
Suit was brought to show her up as 
an impostor and she was charged with 
conspiring to defraud Marsh. 
Her 
trial^ resulted in her conviction and 
she was sentenced to a term of im­ 
prisonment. 
On her release she went 
to Europe, and 
then 
returned! to 
America, and, going to the west, p o t 
into more difficulties through her rep­ 
resentations of bogus spiritualism. 
Under the name of Vera P. Ava she 
fell into the hands of the Chicagolpo- 
Iice, who sent her to the pei# W w L ry 
at Joliet for two years. Released tlom 
that institution, she married William 
J. McGown in 1895 at Chicago. 
M*c- 
Gown, like Marsh, was 
a 
man of 
wealth, but this did not deter her from 
the practice of fraud. 
In 1809 she was run out of New O r­ 
leans with Theodore Jackson, whose 
wife she then said she was. 
A year 
later they turned up in Cape Town, 
South Africa, where Mine. Diss Debar 
called herself Helena 
and 
Jackson 
called himself Horos. 
Occultism and 
hypnotic performances were the order 
there and one of her South African 
dupes, a wealthy contractor, gave his 
m oney to the woman to establish a 
colony of brotherly love. 
Soon afterward the pair went 
to 
London, where they promoted 
the 
"Theocratic 
U nity” 
organization, 
scandals in connection with which led 
to their arrest in September,<1901. The 
trial, which continued ad 
intervals 
through 
three 
months, 
developed 
facts of such a loathsome character 
that several of the London papers ex­ 
cluded from their columns all reports 
of the proceedings in court. 
Justice Bigham summed up strongly 
against the prisoners, saying it was 
difficult to conceive of more revolting 
and abominable conduct than 
that 
which had been attributed to them. 
The j u r y quickly returned a verdict 
of guilty, whereupon the justice sen­ 
tenced Jackson to fifteen years’ penal 
servitude and his w ife to seven years* 
penal servitude.
